“YTOCK RAISING anp MIXED 
FARMING vy GRAIN GROW- 


ING. 


To the Editor of the Standard. 


Sir,—As a rnle, what one would 
read under such a headline as stock 


raising for the Bow Valley, would 
deal with generalities. Generalities 
are all right but in this case I think 
it advisable that we should get 
down to facts and figures, and that 


is what it proposed to do, even if 


the result is a blunt and disjointed 
article. The true stockman and 
mixed farmer, that raises a few 
head of cattle, ure looked upon by 
many of his fellow graingrowers as 
a cranky stock raiser, and it is often 
hinted to him that he is tied to his 
cow’s rails, and other similar worn- 
out old wheezes, but the sympathies 
of his neighbours are lost on him 
He is happy with his cattle, making 
money, and a lot of ‘t, out of them, 
and does not have to mark time in 
the event of an off year, as so many 
straight grain growers do. Some- 
thing is coniag in every month, 
always something to sell, always 
something to do, always something 
to be had at the store, and if, per- 
chance, the stockman wants some 
money trom the bank he can always 
rely on getting something, Now 
look at the other side of the picture, 
the man who has no use for milk- 
ing cows and looking after a few 
cattle, He and his horses have to 
work from daylight tn dark in the 
spring to get tho crop in early, be- 
cause he knows that if the grain 
does not mature properly he will be 
left. And the very fact of his being 
in such a hurry tends to skimping of 
the work. Then his brood mares 
will probably be put on the break- 
ing plow to see how many acres he 
can get in fall wheat. If he loses a 
colt or two or his mares dont catch 
it is quite a detail. It cannot make 
anyone's headache to figure ont the 
profit on the work, Then we have 
the harvest, the sime_ feverish 
heat as in the spring, then our 
straight grain’ grower, if he has 
been caught by Jack frosr, goes to 
bed the greater part of the winter, 
breaking the monotony bv cursing 
the country. If he has a crop he 
runs around to the different eleva- 
tor men to see if he cant get 2 cents 
more a bushel tor his grain, which 
may mean $1 more an acre for his 
crops, and strike the cold snaps tor 
when he has to haul it to town. 
At the present moment oats are 
worth 25 cents at the elevator. 
Oats cannot be grown undér good 
average conditions for less than 21¢ 
but the average grain grower is to 
busy to figure out the profit of 
growing grain on that basis. Has 
he always something coming in, 
always something to sell, so:ne- 
thing to get some money on. No, 
und the sooner we realize that this 
Bow Valley was never intended for 
straight growing, but for mixed 
farming and stock raising, the 
better it one—one and only salva- 
vation,

Besides raising the above crop 
of wheat, and 2700 bushels of 
potatoes. One fie'd of oats yielded 
1014 bushels to the acre 

In speaking ot the potatoes, Mr 
Robson said, ‘* There were three 
varieties sown, ‘ Early Ohiv, ‘Six 
Weeks,’ and ‘Early Goodrich.’ 
One acre of the latter variety gave 
250 bushels, while the average for 
the entire field was r50 bushels per 
acre. You can determine the value 
of this crop upon the basis of the 
present prices, but in the future we 
expect to secure prices much in 
excess of regular market price for 
the reason that it is the intention of 
the owner of Fagle Lake Farm te 
make a specialty of raising grain 
and potatoes for seed purposes.”

A Lengthy Ceremony Is Necessary to 
Assure Salvation.

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The ceremony of burial es observe ! 


by the Brahmins is, to our western 
minds, decidedly heathenish. As soon 
as a man dies his relatives and friends 


set about performing the long list of , 


rites required by religion for the puri- 
fication of his body. 

The corpse is washed and a barber 
shaves off all the hair. 
washing sandalwood is placed upon 
the forehead and garlands of flowers 
around the neck. The mouth is filled 


with betel leaves and the body 
adorned with rich raiment and 
jewels. After lying in state for a 


certain period the body is wrapped in 
4 new piece of cloth, purified accord- 
ing to prescribed ceremony. It is 
next placed upon a litter, 
thumbs and toes are bound together 
with cord. Then the head mourner, 
carrying fire in an earthen vessel, 
leads the way. After him comes the 
funeral litter ornamented with flowers 
and gaudy cloths and surrounded by 
the mourners. The women remain at 
home.

On the way to the crematory three | 
halts are made so that the spirits of | 


the nether world muy have time to re- 
pair their mistake if perchance they 
have taken the wrong man, At each 


halt a little soaked rice is placed in | 


the dead person's mouth that his hun- 
ger and thirst may be satisfied. The 
cremation greund at Henares, the holy 
city, is an cpen, sandy space beside 
the Ganges. Kunning down int the 
water are quite a number of long, 
wide flights of steps called ghats. 
Eech ghat is set aside for a particular 
purpose. At the burning ghat the 
funeral procession halts. 

First a shallow pit is dug. This is 
consecrated with ceremonial water 
and a few coins are thrown into it. 
The funeral pyre is then erected. The 
body is stripped of all jewels and 
raiment, and having been dipped in 
the sacred river, is laid upon the pyre. 
Then are performed a number of puri- 
fication rites, aiter which a small gold 


| coin is placed in the mouth of the 


corpse. Then the head mourner 
touches a torch to the corners of the 
pyre, and the procession returns to 
the house, where numerous other 
rites must be performed. Only the 


four men who carried the corpse re- | 


main. These must wait until the body 


is entirely consumed and cast the 
ashes into the sacred waters of the 
river. 


The crematory is in the care of the 
“‘domri,’’ the lowest of castes, who 
charge exorbitant prices for the wood, 
the oil and other accessories needed 
for the burning. The earlier this oc- 
curs the greater is the cost and more 
certain is the departed one’s chance 
of reaching paradise. Toward noon 
the bouies of criminals and the very 
poor are cremated. ‘The higher order 
of priests and takirs are considered 
so holy that they do not need to be 
purified by fire. Their bodies ure siim- 
piy cast into the river.

London's Old Roman Wall. 

Visitors to London whose tastes lie 
in the direction of exploring ancient 
remains will be gratified to learn that 
the Society of Antiquaries has suc- 
ceeded in securing the preservation of 
a very fine tragnient of the great Ro- 
man wali around London which has 
just been laid bare. From time to 
time portions of the great structure, 
the external wall of defence built 
about the city in the fourth or fifta 
century, have been uncovered in dig- 


ging foundations while rebuilding 
streets or houses. These have rarely 
escaped demolition. The latest dis- 


covery is to be preserved for the bene- 
fit of the public. It is situated near 
Newgate street close to a new annex 
of the general pustoflice. The frag- 
ment, which is that of a great curved 
bastion, says the London correspon- 
dent of The New York Sun, is 50 feet 
long, 20 feet high and 8 feet wide. 
The present summit lies several feet 
below the surface ground. The whole 
is in a wonderiul state of preserva- 
tion, bound together as it is with that 
famous mortar used by the Romans in 
all parts of the then known world. 

The material that is known as 
“Kentish rag,” supported by heavy 
Roman bricks and showing clearly the 
characteristic layers or bands of red 
tiles, such as may be seen at Burga 
Castle, Pevensey and Richborougn. 
The interesting relic is to be built 
around, so that it will lie in a cave 
which may be entered by stairs and 
inspected by artificial light. The line 
of the Great Roman wall is well known 
and much of it undoubtedly remains 
below the houses to<lay, which are 
largely built upon it as upon the se- 
curest of foundations. 


Airdale Was Silent.

By divided circles he 
showed the proportion of grain con- 
sumed by each species, compared with 
the insects, grubs, worms, mice, go- 
pners, and weed seed That for de- 
stroying these parasites os the farm, 
the Jenny wren, meadow larks, snow 
birds and even hawks were friends of 
the farmer, and deserved the propor- 
tion of food which they received from 
the grainery, or even the poultry yard 
But the English sparrow, as its food 
consisted of 90 per cent of grain, and 
as a nuisance in driving away other 
birds, nesting in inconvenient places, 
multiplying very rapidly, and destroy- 
ed no parasites, was the mosi irate 
enemy of the farmer and should receive 
no merey 

Mr Cooke spoke upon the four prin- 
ciples under lying successful poultry 
raising—good air and sanitary condi 
tions, plenty of exerc ise, the best food, 
proper selection in breeding, and at- 
tendance on the chickens The hen 
house should be kept clean and pure. 
A pen should not be too warm, but 
the hen should exereise to generate 
heat The speaker also spoke of the 
necessity of keeping the cockeral 
away from from hens when eggs are 
only inside for market purposes Also 
of having plenty of pravel, grit and 
ilme for winter feeding, 
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The Alberta Winter. 

In Southern Alberta this year 
farmers commenced ther agricul- 
tural Operations in January Such 
is the story that American land 
buyets, who are now arriving here 
in large numbers, ate sending to 
their friends back home.

| North Raised in Address by 
! Arctic Explorer 


; New York.—The question of who 
‘has territorial possession of the north 
| pole has been revived again by Capt 
Jos. Bernier, of Canada, who is here 
{to attend the dinners of Arctics of 
America. Captain Bernier will ask 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the premier of 
Canada, to request England, the 
United States, Russia, Sweden and 
| Norway and Denmark—all maritime 
,nations bordering on the Arctic sea— 
; to designate oflicial representatives to 
accompany him on his forthcoming 
polar expedition, which is to leave 
| Quebee on July 15th next. The prin- 
{cipal object of the expedition, he 
says, will be for a division of the 
polar seas, in order that Canada and 
\the six other nations may have their 
fishery rights properly defined. 

Capt Bernier will visit both Crocker 
Land, discovered by Peary in 1906; 
and Bradley Land, which Dr. Cook 
|reported that he sighted, and after 
raising the British flag, will proclaim 
them formerly annexed to the Domin- 
ion of Canada. Great Britain, he 
said, formally ceded to the Dominion 
all the islands in the Arctic sea, lying 
within its lateral boundary.

American Immigration to Canada 
Washington.—More than $90,000,000 


worth of American g. ods were export-- 
east! 


ed to Canada last year. That at 
is the effect of emigration from the 
United States to Canada in 1909, ac- 
cording to the report of United States 
Consul Conant, of Windsor, Ont. 

The total number of emigrants from 
the United States for the year was 0,- 
148, and the Canadian immigration 
commissioner has estimated that the 
average wealth of these American set- 
tlers was $1,000. 

“There ere several reasons advanced 
by the authorities for the large in- 
crease of immigration into Canedian 
territory,”’ says Consul Conant, “but 
the one given the most credence is 
the easy manner in which homestead 
‘anas can be obtained and the induce- 
ments held out to prospective set- 
tlers.”’

The Terrible Ordeal of the Last Few 
\ Days Almost Forgotten 
| Now 


Paris.—The improvement in the gen- 
‘elal situation continues, and the 
spirits of the Parisians are rising as 
the waters fall. Street hawkers are 
selling post card pictures of the flood 
and the boulevards are once .nore 
yay with rejoicing thousands, with the 
trouble past, the French temperament 
faces the subsidy troubles with a 
light heart, but the papers are 
ready sounding a note of warning, that 
the lesson must not be forgotten, that 
measures must be taken to avoid a re- 
petition of the disaster. This can be 
done by the construction of a cut off 
either in the way of a canal or a large 
underground conduit around Paris. 
The prefect of the department of the 
Seine. has issued instructions to own- 
ers of flooded houses, to clean and dis- 
infect their premises within 24 hours 
after the subsidence of the water. 
Otherwise the work will be done at the 
cost and risk of owners. The gov- 
ernment has ordered the tax collectors 
to show the greatest leniency to delin- 


quents and the Monte De Piete, is 
extending pawn tickets for three 
months.

Shaw that he estimated that the de- 
preciation caused by the manipulation 
of grain in transit and at terminal 
elevators amounted to one end a half 
cents per bushel. Mr. Ewing on be- 
half of the Dominion Grange told the 
minister that the Grange endorsed the 
attitude taken by the grain growers, 
and although the Ontario farmers were 
not directly interested they were in 
sympathy with the demands made by 
the western farmers. 

Mr. Mackenzie pointed out that con- 
ditions had materially changed since 
the minister had last been waited 
upon in respect of this matter. The 
provincial governments of the prairie 
provinces had recently committed 
themselves to the principle of the in- 
terior elevators being operated by the 
provincial governments and the advan- 
tages which would accrue to the 
western provinces as a result of this 
policy would not be as great unless 
the federal government takes over 
the terminal elevators. With terminal 
elevators operated by the Dominion 
government the shippers of grain 
would be certain of their grain being 
delivered for export, and for domestic 
consumption in the east without being 
tampered with,
